S.O. 1845. —Whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by section 8 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 
1963), proposes to recognise the Indian Standards Institution Certification Mark 
with respect to organic chemicals for the purpose of denoting that where organic 
chemicals are affixed with such mark, they shall be deemed to be In conformity 
with the standard specification applicable thereto under clause (c) of section 6 of 
the said Act; 

And whereas the Central Government has forwarded the aforesaid proposal to 
the Export Inspection Council, as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1904,- 

Now, therefore, In pursuance of the said sub-rule, the Central Government here¬ 
by publishes the said proposal for the information of the public likely to be affected 
thereby. 

2, Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objection or 
suggestion with respect to the said proposal may forward the same within thirty 
days of the publication of this notification to the Export Inspection Council. World 
Trade Centre, 14/IB, Ezra Street (7th Floor), Calcutta-1. 
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Explanation .—The expression “organic chemicals", for the purpose of this noti¬ 
fication, shall mean tiny of the chemicals mentioned in the Schedule to this notifl- 
cation.
